Eugene J. Butler, member of the cen- 
tral poor board of Luzerne oonnty, 
wko teatlfled that 70 per cent of tlioae 
la one of the poor house* In Lnseme 
county were mir.iTS, and tiiat 40 por 
cent was crippled by accidents in and 
about the mines. Many of these, be 
had become inaan* through wor- 
ry over their afBtctlon. A man who 
•works a few years as a miner, he de- 
clared, is not fit for anything else. 

When Dr. Butler was excused Rev. 
Dr. Robert was called to the stand, 
btt examination being conducted by 
Mr. Darrow for the mine Irorken. He 
reiterated bis belief expressed in his 
book that an Intelligent, persistent 
ooBbioation among miner* for the 
litointenano* of price* and rate* of 
wages would secure a Jtitt ihare of 
the profit for the workers.

Darrow asked, "and everything that 
hai occurred since, ha* yoar views as 
Uy the desirability of collective bar- 
gaining In the anthracite region* be- 
ing uKxiified or strengthened, or have 
they changed at all?"

Big Alttbama's Showing la A Long

San Juan, Porto Rico, Nov. 21. — 
With pbds^tMoeht spMy dashing 
hiKk up «B' )M -ihi/tp bain, the ehii«* 
er Olnrlnnati forged abreast of Gale- 
bra light, winner in the greatest 
ocean race of warships ever run on 
the North Atlantic seaboard. Barely 
two miles astam of the cruiser flash- 
•0 the whlta saarchllght of the great 
htttleshlp Alaliima. ihe had dis- 
tanced all her rivals of the heavy 
weight class, and had shown her qual- 
ity by puttlaig up a hammer and tongs 
struggle all th* way from Hampton 
Roads, VS., with the flset-footM cruis- 
er. One by one. she had left behind 
the little gunboat Machias, the Indi- 
ana of Santiago fame; the new bat- 
tleship Kearsarg*. her own particular 
rival, and Itit at all the ftlucky Mas- 
sachusetts, sister ship of the Oregon. 

That the comparatively old Massa- 
chusetts was a stronger competitor 
than the Kearsarge is one of the sur- 
prises of the raee. That th« Alabama 
came in so close a second to the fast 
Commerce destroyer Cincinnati, even 
though the cruiser had been handi- 
capped 36 miles at the start, is a su- 
perb performaaoa for a flrst-olass bat- 
tleship heavily arthed. 

This Is the first time in Its history 
that the ships of the .North .Xtlantic 
squadron have engaged In such a long 
distance stNieil todUU In tha open 
sea. As a component part of the great 
fleet of warships now assembling for 
the winter naval maneuvers under the 
command of Admiral Dewey, the 
North Atlantic squadron was ordered, 
after assembling at Hampton Roads, 
to proceed to tha naval rendesvous off 
Culebra light, the beacon that Rleams 
from the pinnacle of a rocky little Is- 
land oft San Juan point, Porto Rico. 
The order offered a superb opportun- 
ity to t«st the aetnal relative speed of 
th ships of the fleet In competltkm. 

Shooting of Mrs. Qor*. 
Paris, Nov. 21. — Consul Oenctal 

Gowdy's investigation into the shoot- 
ing of Mrs. Ellen Gore, the American, 
Wednesday, develops the fact that 
Mrs. Qore was a pupil of the famous 
Composer Moszkowski. Her maiden 
name was Sinclair. She was origin- 
ally from California, Where she mar- 
ried Tom Gore of British Columbia. 
The couple removed to Mexico City 
and became wealthy. They built an 
axtensive apartment house in Mexico 
City, which they called "Gore Court. ' 
Jean Rydziwiski, the Russian singer, 
in whose apartments Mrs. Gore was 
killed. Is supposed to be related to 
Major General Rydziwiski. attoched 
to the staff of the Russian cear. 

Ohio Congressmen For Cannon. 
Columbus, O., Nov. 21. — Eleven Re- 
publican members of the Ohio delega- 
tion to congress met here to consider 
the coming contest for speakership in 
the national house. Those not present 
were: Nevin, Gill, Beidler and Bur- 
ton. On rollcall the vote for speaker 
stood as follows: For Cannon — Long- 
worth, Goebel, Hlldebrant. Kyle. War- 
nock, Southard, Orosvcnor, Sklles. 
Van Voorhis, Kennedy, Dick. For 
Burton — Morgan, Jackson. The two 
voting for Burton declared for Can- 
non as their second choice. Oongress- 
iiian Hurion of Cleveland has not 
withdrawn from the fleUl. 

Entertaining British Delegates. 
Pittsburg, Nov. 21.— The 23 dele- 
gates of the British trades organiza- 
tion's, who aM on sh laspeietloa tout 
of the United States for the purpose 
of studying American conditions, have 
reached Pittsburg. They were met at 
the station by a committee of labor 
leaders, and Immediately taken to 
Homestead, where they were conduct- 
ed through the great steel plant of the 
Carnegie company During their stay 
here they will visit the furnaces, foun- 
dries, steel aad Iron! mill* and* glass 
, factories. 

Open For Traffic. 
Bonesteel. S. D.. Nov. 21.— The ex- 
tension of the Chicago and North- 
western railroad to this city is now 
open for traffic. Bonesteel is on the 
edge of the Rosebud Indian reserva- 
tion, which is to be opened for settle- 
ment next spring. The aew line pass- 
es thrbagh soma of tha richest grai- 
ing lands in the world, and as the 
reservation embraces such lands the 
opening to entry la expected to at- 
tract a large number of people from 
all over t he country.

Chief Bxeeutlve Dlseasses Southern 
PoUttdaos on His Return to 
tha Capital From the Bear 
Hunt In MlMlsslppl. 



Washington, Nov. 21. — President 
Roosevelt arrived here Friday over 
the Southern railway. A little crowd 
was at the station to welcome his re- 
turn from the south. A* he left the 
train he shook hands with the en- 
gineer and fireman, and thanked them 
for the safe run they had made. The 
president aad 8*oratary :Cor^lyou 
were driven to ths White Rovse. 

Before 10 o'clock the president 
reached his office in the executive 
building. He at once began to dis- 
pose of a mass of business which Bad 
aeanmtilated dtirtng hts absanea. Prior 

to the meeting of the cabinet the pres- 
ident found time to hold brief inter- 
views with Senators Burrows of Mich- 
igan, Scott of West Virginia and 
Lodge of Massachusetts. 

During the fleit fdur 6r Ave days, 
as opportufilty may offer, the presi- 
dent will put the finishing touches 
upon his annual message to congress. 
It Is understbod that tha message 
wil be sent to oongree* on the second 
day of the approaching session Tues- 
day, Dec. 2, owing to the fact that 
deaths of members of both houses 
have occurred during the recess, 
which will necessitate an adjourn- 
ment On Monday. ' The document is 
almost completed, but some points of 
It are yet to be written Anally and the 
whole revi^i i| during the early days 
of next week. The president will con- 
sult on parte of his message with Re- 
publican leaders In congress. 

At the cabinet meeting Secretary 
Hay brought with him some docu- 
mente relating to the stetus of the ne- 
gotiation* pending with Colombia, 
with respect to the Panama canal 
treaty. He reported the status of the 
negotiations, and it Is stated that the 
president will not be able to say in 
his message that he is ready to sub- 
mit to congress a treaty with Colom- 
bia, In accordance with the Spooner 
act. Some portion of the president's 
forthcoming message to congress 
were considered. 

The president is greatly pleased 
over his sotitbem trip. He was able, 
for the first time In his life, to study 
the people of the south at close range. 
It is said the president admits tliat 

the negroas are not fit to be the guid- 
ing race in the stetes In which they 

predominate, but at the same time 
he is resolved that all hope of office 
and political reward shall not be tak- 
en from them. The president believes 
that a good deal of the hot-headed 
criticism he has received at the hands 
of southern politicians would never 
have been spoken had the southern- 
ers themsi>lvts really understood him. 

Cholera Cases Decreasing. 
Washington, Nov. 21. — A cablegram 
has been received from the Philippine 
commission, steting that the number 
of cases of cholera had gone down to 
five a day, instead of 34 a day a wt < k 
ago. The message says that the com- 
mittee feel much relieved, and it is 
believed tha Marioulaa watershed, 
which furnishes the water supply for 
Manilla, will not be contaminated. Up 
to a short time ago grave fears were 
entertained that cholera might be in- 
troduced in the Mariqttina region, al 
though great precautidn has been tok- 
en to prevent such a result 

Indiana SherifT Remaved. 

Indianapolis, Nov. 21. — Governor 
Durbln notified Sheriff Dudley of Sul- 
livan county that his office was va- 
cant, and the coroner becomes sheriff 
ex ofllclo. The Indiana law provides 
that a sheriff shall vacate his office 
when a prisoner In his charge is 
lynched The mob took Dulard, the 
negro, away from the sheriff on the 
highway ahd hanged him to a tele- 
graph pbla. The sheriff has the right 
under the lAw to ask to be reinstated, 
.but he must show that he was power- 
less to pfotect his prisoner. 

Suspect Held. 
Lisbon, Nov. 21. — A man was ar- 
rested here on suspicion that she may 
be Itma. W. Bnmhert, wha, with her 
husband, IS wanted by tha poUce of 
Paris, In eondeetlon with the Craw- 
ford case fraud*. There is considera- 
ble doubt, however, whether ahe is 
Really the famous absconder. 

Pope Leo's Observation. 
Rome, Nov. 21.— At a reception of 
600 Pledmohtese pllgriitas the pope 
jocularly referred to the unfounded 
rumors of his indisposition, adding: 
"My time has not yet come. We have 
many things to acoompllah before 
death."

Washington, Nov. 2]. — The answers 
ef the Delaware and Hudson, New 
York, Susquehanna hnd Western, the 
Brie and the Lehigh Valley railways 
to the complaint of William R. Hearst 
of New York sg inst the anthracite 
coal carrying roads were filed with 
the interstate commerce commission. 
All the answers deny that the inter- 
stete commerce law has been violat- 
ed. They deny th.if any unjust or dis- 
criminative rates have been exacted 
on anthracite as compared to bitu- 
minous or other carload freight traffic, 
and deny that the petittoner, or any 
other persons, or other Independent 
purchasers, have sustained any injury 
by reuR<m of the afathradte transpor- 
tation tariff. 





Author's Large Estate. 
New York, Nov. 21.— Paul Leices- 
ter Ford, the author, who was killed 
last May by his brother Malcolm, left 
personal property worth |241,691. Of 
this the daughter born a month after 
the murder will get 1137.048. Under 
the writer's will his wife, Mrs. Grace 
Udder Ford, was to receive the major 
portion of the estote, bat the birth of 
the posthumous child feade the will 
invalid as It stood. The law provides 
that such a child shall inherit two- 
thirds of the bequesta made In uie 
wllL Besides his personal projterty 
Mr. Ford left considerable real estete 
in this state and New Hampshire, but 
there has been no exnrt viiluatlon on 
this. 

A Trinational Line. 
St. Louis, Nov. 21. — It is reported 
that the Frisco vystem, which recent- 
ly absorbed the Chicago and Eastern 
Illinois, Is about to gain an eastern 
line by forming a close alliance with 
the Grand Trunk. The Frisco is now 
building a line to Spofford. Tex., 
where connection will be obtained 
with the Eagle Pass line, penetrating 
Mexico. The consummation of this 
plan and of the alliance with the 
Grand Trunk would make the Frisco 
a trinational system.

Lincoln, Neb., Nov. 21— Mrs Albert 
Seehrest of Kansas City, principal wit- 
ness for the stale in the case of Dr. 
Louis Zorn, a dentist, charged with 
killing her husband, was found here 
at the home of her parents, and ad- 
mitted she had been in hiding there 
for the past five days. Mrs. Si clirest 
wished to avoid testifying at the trial, 
and last Monday threw a note pinned 
to a hat into the river at Leaven- 
worth, stating that she had drowned 
herself and l)al)y. "I nu ant to kill 
myself and baby," she said, "but the 
water was too cold." 

Will Sell Gold Dollars. 
St Louis, Nov. 21. — Ivory white is 
the color decided upon by the Louis- 
iana Purchase exposition officials for 

the buildings. Ivory white has a tinge 
of yellow, and In that respect differs 
from the color of the Chicago fair. 
Circular letters are being mailed to 
18,000 banks In the country offering 
for sale 50.000 of the 260,000 souvenir 
gold doii.'irs issued by the government 

for the exposition.

THE MAREHOLDERS FEARED A RAID. 



Desired That Control of the Road 
Should Remain With Pres- 
ident Hill-Hearings In the Suit 
Against Securities Conpaujr. 



New York, Nov. 21.— Replying to 
questions of counsel for the state of 
Minnesota in the hearing of the case 
of that state against the Northern Se- 
curities company, D. W. James, a di- 
rector of the comiiany teHtlfled that 
he owned 85,000 shares of Great 
Northern stock, 6,000 shares of .North- 
ern Paciflc common and 1,200 shares 
of Northern Paelflo preferred before 
the organization of the Northern Se- 
curities company. After the panic of 
May 9, 1901, he bought 5.000 more 
Northern Paciflc shares from J. P. 
Morgan Jk Company. James said that 
he and some of his friends decided it 
would be wise to pool their Interests 
In Great Nortliern, and in reply to a 
further question be said: "The raid 
of May 0 showed It was possible that 
a like attack might be made on Great 
Northern." 

"And you decided to unite your In- 
terests with Mr. Kennedy. Mr. Hill, 
Mr. Morgan and others?" asked M. D. 
Munn, counsel for MInnesoU. 

"We thought it best for the lnte^ 
ests of all concerned that the control 
should remain where it was. Mr. Hill's 
management has been most snc- 
ceasful. 

The witness said he and his friends 

did not own a controlling Interest in 
the Northern Paciflc. as well as the 
Cr.-at Northern, nnl<-ss the interests 
held by J. P. Morgan & Company in 
the Northern Pacific were included, 
and then only in case the preferred 
stock was retired. The witness said 
he turned in his stock because he 
deemed it best and wisest. 

"You walked right up to the 
threshold of this new company and 
surrendered $35,000,000 of stock for 
stock in the new comiiany without 
any understanding among your- 
selves?" asked Mr. .Munn. 

"I thought it for the best." 

"And all your friends did as you 
did?" 

"I oan speak only for myself." 

Mr. Munn an.swiTeil that lie wo\iId 
present no further testimony until the 
examiner sits in St. Paul. Mr. Inger- 
soll, the examiner, set Dec. 5, in St 
Paul, for the next hearing. 

Mr. li.<;er.'ioll announecil ttiat the 
further hearing in the federal sr.t 
against the Securities company had 
been postponed by consent until 
Nov. 26. 

Five Thousand Were Killed. 
San Francisco, Nov. 21. — W. J. 
Campbell, who has Just arrived here 

from Guati uia;:!. Iirinj;s additional de- 
tails of the ilaniai;e caused by the re- 
cent volcanic disturbance. In an in- 
terview Mr. Campbell said: "There is 
no clear idea yet of the loss of life re- 
sulting from the volcano's eruption, 
but from what I could gather before 
leaving there 1 lii \.' that .T.dOi) na- 
tives have been killed. Some of the 
coffee plantations that have been 
nearly ruined were worth more than 
11,000,000. The town of Queseltenango 
Is practically mini'il, fur the ho.isea 
are cracked and broken down, the 
people are moving out and the neigh- 
borhood is covered with sand aad 
ashes." 



Upresr In Spsnlsh Chsmber. 

Madrid, Nov. 21. — An uproar in the 
chamber of deputies was caused by an 
attack of Senor Hoinero Robledo on 
Premier Sagasta. the premier with- 
drawing from the chamber. The pres- 
ident of the bouse closed the sittii^g 
amid proteste from the members of 
the opposition and cries of "There is 
no government." The trouble grew 
out of a speech by Premier Sagasta. 
in which he expressed surprise at the 
interpretetlbn which had been given 
to the recent ministerial crisis. Senor 
Romero Robledo reproached the pre- 
mier, with his political antecedents. 
He declared that Senor Sagasta was 
not the leader of a party, but the fav- 
orite of the king, a statement whleh 
occasioned an angry debate.

London, Nov. 21. — When the hear- 
ing of the charges of cruelty against 
Mrs. Annie Penruddocks of Compton 
park, Wiltshire, was resumed at the 
Old Bailey the defendant was plaeei*.

X number of her friends 
testified that they had never seen her 
daughter subjected to any cruelty.

Onb of the principal grounds of com- 
plaint against the triiste is the evil of 
overcapitalization and then their forcing 
the people by means of advanoe in prices 
of articlee controlled to put up enough 
money to enable the combines to pay 
dividends, not only on the actual invest- 
ment, but on the "water^ or "wind" in 
theee corporations. This plan anggeated 
by the Indianapolis Sentinel would prob- 
ably put a stop to over-capitalization : 

If trusts will peraiat in over-oapitalisa- 
tion, let taxes be assessed on the prop- 
erty at the valuation placed upon it by 
the trust If the property of a trust is 
worth $1,000,000,000 for bonding and 
stocking it ought to be worth 11.000,000,- 
000 for the purpose of taxation. 

SOOAUSM. 
The EkMsialists showed up with a vtt- 

prisinfrly larnc increase in their vote at 
the recent election and Republican edi- 
tors are expressing much concern over 
the developments. Especially is this 
true over in Massachusetts. The Chilli- 
cothe (O.) News- Advertiser is also sur- 
prised at the increase in the Bay State, 
but not for the same reason. It says : 

The Republican party of that State is 
Socialistic in the exirt^me. New En- 
gland has ever been Socialistic, the peo- 
ple always favoring the Socialistic idea 
that Kovernment should do everything 
for the people from hauling the children 
to school to washing their faces uniier 
Government supervision. With the Re- 
publican ^arty of Massachusetts so en- 
trenched in Socialism we are surprised 
that any Soeialist should vote any other 
ticket 

To which the Cincinnati Enquirer adds : 

True, every word of it. Centralization 
and paternalism promote Socialism. The 
pernicioiiH doctrine that the Civil war 
took away the rivhts of the States and 
that the Federal establishment is a pow- 
erful central governm»'nt to which forty- 
tive "provinces" are eubordiiiHte, begets 
tliH notion that the governm'-nt of the 
I'nited States must lake care of every- 
hoily Hn<l everytliing. Instead of hold- 
ing the Federal government to the old 
uiui fouiid doctrine of simplicity and pro- 
moting; the cardinal principle of as little 
government as possible, the people are 
constantly confronted with tbe argument 
that the government is growing, and 
that there must be more buildings and 
more ofHces and more United States 
courts, and a general transfer of juris- 
diction from the States to the National 
government. The tendency is toward a 
"atong government" at Washington, and 
the stronger that Ooveromrat becomes 
the greater is the demand that it shall 
take ofaA'ge of private interests, and guar- 
antee to every dtiaen a living and some- 
thing better. 

And the Danville Advocate V<rfces tbe 
same sentiment, saying: 

Socialism in Amerioa learned ite first 
lesson from the patemalisn of the Re- 
publican party, aa exemplified in the 
protective tariff and aubaidiiing schemes 
which have operated ao unequally and 
disadvantageoaely during the past thirty 
years. It is the natural result of tbe 
theory that the powers of government 
are to be ns<>d for tbe purpoee of promo- 
ting private speculatbns and enterprises, 
at the expense of tlie general public 
Republican paternalism and Socialistic 

fiatemalism are based upon the same be- 
iefs with regard to the powers of irovern- 
ment, and are both alike, and for tbe 
same reasons opposed to the I)eino< ratic 
doctrine of free competition and the 
■e privileges to all.

Civil Engineer Oeorge W. Maybrick 
stopped over in this dty yesterday at 
the Burnet House on his way from East- 
ern Kentucky to Chicago. 

Mr. Maybrick has been at work for 
several months fof the Sea Board Air 
Line Railroad Company in Eastern Ken- 
tucky, and has much to say concerning 
the future of tkat portion of the Stete. 

"There is at present," said he, "a rail- 
road war on in Eastern Kentucky. Every 
road ia fighting to get into this virgin 
forest region, where every acre, especially 
in Knott County, is worth now from $25 
to $45 as against $6 or $6 for the same 
aoreage a few years ago. 

"I want to say one thing to Tbe En- 
quirer," said Mr. Maybrick, "and that is 
that the future coal and ooke region of 
the United Stetes is in this locality— 
especially in Knott County. An injunc- 
tion was recently got out against the Sea 
Board Air Line entering thia ssction 
through Pound Gap, but this injunction 
was dissolved, and the Sea Board is going 
in through Cumberland Gap. There is, 
in fact, a railroad fight on for tbe future 
freightage of this whole section, but 
particularly in Knott County, where the 
richest foreste, iron mines and coal and 
coke fields exist. The Sea Board is try- 
ini; to make connections with the De- 
troit Southern or 0., H. and D. Railroad 
Oompanies. These two roads have each 
at present a corps of engineers and 
workers south of Ashland in Greenup 
County at work laying track. The 0. 
and 0. is working down on the east side 
of the Big Sandy, and has already 
reached as far as White House in John- 
son County, and will soon be in the 
region of tbe Peach Orchard and Cannel

Sea Board Company is after tbe sea board 
coal, and will contest every inch of this 
country. The whole gigantie ooal fields 
of Eastern Kentucky are destined to 
soon be on tbe market The oak forests 
of Knott County are virgin timber, and 
the coal fields so far as prospected are 
eetimated to be the most productive in 
the country, if the reports of Gtovem- 
ment offieials are to be depended upon. 
The undeveloped ooke regions of Knott 
County alone are believed to be the 
greatest in the world. If a man had the 
money to go into this territory and boy 
up lands and bold them he could make 
millions. I think you will find this the 
general vsrdiet of all thoae wbo have in- 
vestigated this section of the country's 
oiineralogical, oil and forest wealth."
